THE COAL MINES AT TONGSHAN. 
(From a Correspondent.) 
Tilontsin, June 8, 

‘Tho Italian Minister, accompanied’ by his 
Beeretary, the Fronch Conan] at Tientsin, 
the Military Attaché of the Fronch Legation 
at king and the Belgian Uovsul, wout up 
to Tongshan by the afternoon train on the 
6th inst, in the Viceroy's spcetal saloon car, 
which was lent to them for tho occasion. 
On arrival-at Tongshan thoy were met by 
Mr Chun Oi-ting and Tong Ka Sun. Tho 
party then divided themselves into two sec- 
tlona, The Italian Minister and his Secre- 
‘tory, under tho oscort of Mr Chun, wont 
|} to inspect all-the different works of the 
Colliery. Tho magnitude of the works elicit- 
-ed the surprise and admiration of the Mi. 
nister who oxprossod himself ag deeply in- 
torestod in the history of tho Company. 
The time waa too limited to admit of an 
inspection of the underground workinge, a0 
ho contented himself with an inspoction 
of tho surface works. He oxpressed tho 
wigh.to soe more {industrial ontorprino in 
Ohina, and spoke highly of the work already 
accomplished by the Company. 
* Tho French Consil and the remainder of 
tho patty, escorted by Tong’ Kai Sun, went 
to sve the Company's waterworks, The 
water is obtained from two bore wolls, 
Tho party was intensely interested in the 
matter of artesian wells, and spant several 
hours in gathering information on . the 
subject of boring for water. “Mr Short, 
the mochanic, was present, and des- 
cribed in minute detail the work of 
sinking the wells, the structure of the 
wells, the geclogical strata of the ‘ground, 
and other cogaate matters. I may say in 
this connection that the. French Manici+ 
pality at Tientain in expending a good deal 
of money in boring operations to obtain 
fresh water in the French Settlement The 
operations are being carried out ucder the 
euporintendence of the Anorican engineer, 
Mr Jameson. So far they have reached a 
depth of 205 feet, but have met with only 
brackiah water. It is proposed to go down 
600 fest, before giving up the attempt and 
soeking elnowhers for fresh water, The next 
moroing the Italian Minister and his party 
wont to Shanghai by first train. | :. 

On tho 2kst inst., the proliminary work 
for the sinking of a new shaft was com- 
menced, Xt is a-beavy undertaking and it 
is estimated that two years will bo the tima 
‘required for accomplishing the work, The 
new shaftis to reach a depth of 1200 feat 
and is to have a 20-foot draiu built with 
firo-bricks of the Company’s awn manufao- 
ture. When this sbsft is completed it in 
estimated that the daily output of coal will 
reach 3000 tons.

A-BERIOUS RIOT IN COLOMBO. 
TNE MILITARY CALLED OUT. 

An almost unprecedented scene of riot took 
place on the 7th June within « hundred 
ada of the Fort itself, namely, on the road 
inowa as Front Street, which is at the vory 
commencemont of the Pattah, in front of the 
Racquet Court. The row originated through 
some bine-jackets from the Izdbreast, & party 
of fone, who visited a honse in the Pottah, 
and there ene of them was robbed of some 
money. fc bocame enraged and assaulted 
4 woman—itis esid he asasclted har with a 
knife—and sbe oalled up some native bullies 
aud rowdice, aud they set to work etoning 
the enilora and assaulting thom in other ways 
to suoh an extent that they were forced to, 
retreat, By this time their native aseailents 
far outnumbered them, and the scone was 
oneof great turmoil andexcitement. Bricks 
and other mlasiles flew around in all direo- 
tions, while the natives armed thomeelves 
also with sticks and other Jnaplemeste, When 
the eailore atlest took to their’ heels, they 
made for Front Street in tho direction of the 
Hotel de J’Rurope, pursued by an excited 
mob. The manageress of the Hotel de 
PBurope was tho only one in charge, and, 
hearing the shouta and orles of tho fugitives 
and those following them, sbe ssaayed to 
shut up the doors of hor place, fearing an 
inrnah, butshe was not successful in this. 
Ono door had not besn closed when tho sailors 
eame round, and they rushed in through it. 
Tho natives followed pell mell, and in a 
minute they wore 

WRECKING THE, BAR. 

They got hold of the sailors, and knocked 
them ‘abont severely, Some Lancashire 
soldiers, who called in casually, tried to 
render the ‘Jaoks’ eomo help, and they, 
toc, became involved in tho ir, and one 
or two of them got badly hart oleo. One of 
their number was fluog’on the ground, and 
unmorsifelly aesaulted ; sustaining a bad 
sprain of tho ankle, in addition to other in- 
jurloe. The mob, socing that thoy bad i 
mensaly the best of things in point of num- 
bers, made the moat of the opportunity, 
They emashod down the olosed doors of the 
Hotel, wrenching ‘the doors off from their 
hinges. Thoy broke open the bar almirahs, 
removed a quantity of liquor, amashed a lot, 
more bottles of spirita and wines and, burst- 
ing open tho till, cleared it of over R40, 
They alao pelted the upper part of the house 
with stones and bricks, smashing most of 
tho windows, and a brick that went through 
one bedroom window badly injured the 
hand of Miss Glassner, who is staying at the 
houso with her father, Tho Lancashire 
Regiments picket of aix men and a Cor. 
poral samo down, and they tried to. get the 

lae-jackots ond their comradeca oat of the 
bousa in ssfety by charging the crowd first 
io one direction aud then in another, dat all 
the fime the native gathering increased, and 
inarensing oumbera gavo them still more 
confidence, the end of it being that the: 
aven attsoked the picket iteelf, and at lat 
bad the picket fying up the road and drove 
them into Barracks. Wheo this happened 
the military commanding officar took steps, 
ho trutupot ou the Barrack Square sounded 
the fall-in, aod in a minute or two the do- 
tachment, of tha Royal Artillery, under 
Lieut, Swettenham were standing out‘on the 
square, end on the other side of the square 
were four Companies of the Lanoashira Re. 

iment—namely ‘A,’ ‘OC,’ ‘2,’ and ‘ H’ 

ompanies, ‘All-tbe men were armed with 
rifles (or carbines) and bayonets, but they 
had no ammunition. 

ARBIVAL OF THE MILITARY. 

What they had been called ont for was 
soon Icnown to the mon on the parade 
graund, [twas thonght that it was advise. 
able to sead out only {wo Compauies, nawe- 
ly, *A? and *C.’ of tho Lanoastrians, 
Captain Jourdain was in comraud aod the 
officers with him woro Mr Wylde Browne 
and Mr 4reen. Ose Company went down 
on the Norris-road side, and the other on 
the Bankeball side, With the letter went 
Gol. Tidy and Captain Koight, the Ad- 
jatont, tho latter being mounted, When 
they resched the Hotel de I'Enrope they 
awed the crowd not o little and mada then 
draw buck. Passing up Front Street, too, 
they had oslightenconnter with rome of the 
mob, und the result of that was that the 
atives got to be more respectful, Thon Gap- 
tain Kuight-pot his horse in amongst tho 
crowd and cleared them baok, and at last 
the sailorzoud others in the hotel wore got 
out asfely and sent on home, The Potioa 
helped in this, officered by Chief Inspector 
Trovena and Inspoctor Janez, but they were 
late in retchiog tha scone, and if it had not 
been for the prompt outtnrn of the military 
the riot would not have subsided ao quickly 
asit did, As it was about 11 p.m. before 
all the trouble was over, aad the crowd had 
been all disperaed without hardly a mau of 
the Lancusbires getting owt of line, and the 
‘two Companies called oat were marobed back 
to Burracks, We shoald hope “that after 
this outbreak the. Police will take steps to 
preventite reourrenoe, Tho manageress of 
the Hotel de Europa fa a sonsidorable 
sufferer, as damage was douo to her plage.to 
the money valuo of R300. No arrosts of
